and portions of streets within the corporate 
limits of the City ot Reno; providing

manner of construction thereof, the mode ot 
enforcing the same and other matters rclat- * 
ing thereto, fixing a penalty for the viola- 
tion thureof and repealing all ordinances and 
parts of ordinances in conflict therewith. 
The City Council of the City o£ Reno do 
ordain: 
Section 1.—All persons owning, claiming or

Flint street from the south side line of Court 
street to the noith side line ot California, 
avenue; both sides of Court street from the 
west side line of South Virginia street to the 
west side line of Flint street: both sides 
of Ridge street from the west side line ot 
Granite street to the cast side line of Flint 
street; both sides ot we^r Liberty street from 
the west side line of South Virginia street 
to the east side line of Flint street: both 
sides of East Liberty street from the east 
side line of South Virginia street to the west 
side line of the Virginia and Truckee Rail- 
way companies right of way: both sides of 
Mill street from the cast side line of south 
Virginia street, easterly to the easterly limits 
of the City of Reno: both sides of Granite 
street from Isl-ind avenue to Silver street:
